OPEN LETTER TO ALBANY 


The Albany Board of Education, after many months of 
deliberation hearings and searching thought, has called for 
another Bond Election entitled ‘“Measure B’’ by the County 
Clerk and to be consolidated with the General Election on 
November 3, 1964, The amount involved is $875,000, 

We felt that the public should have the facts as they are. 

First, the need is urgent. We have students attending 
school in inadequate, temporary, makeshift buildings which 
replace four sub-standard structures that do not meet the 
requirements of the “Earthquake Law.’’ These were closed 
by the Board over a year ago when they were declared unsafe 
for use by the Division of Architecture, Department of Public 
Works, State of California under date of Aug. 28, 1963. 

While the Bond Issue as now proposed has been cut some 
$120,000 below those previously offered, the basic integrity of 
the orignal plan is preserved. In brief, “Measure B’’ would 
provide for two replacement buildings just north of the main 
building. 

One building would house Wood, Auto and Metal Shops, 
together with Mechanical Drawing. 

A second building would house cooking, sewing, vocal and 
instrumental music, art, and a multi-purpose lecture hall. 

“Measure B’’ would also provide funds for fire and panic 
safety corrective work in the main building, certain heating 
improvements and remodeling of the science area to take ad- 
vantage of matching Federal funds. Nothing further is planned 
for the main muilding. 

‘ae cost to the average homeowner in Albany would be 
about 58 cents per months, less than two pennies per day. 

In recent weeks nine of our surrounding Bay Area com- 
munities have passed school building bond proposals ranging 
from a few hundred thousand dollars to several million. If we 
are to give our students an equal opportunity, can we do any 
less than provide an adequate tool in the form of an up-to-date 
plant to meet modern educational requirements. 

We leave it to your conscience, your community pride and 
sense of fair play, We are confident that you will come to the 
right conclusion,
